This  beautiful,  rare  plant  is  fast  coming  to  the  front,  wherever 
it  can  be  admired.  Its  unusual  combination  of  flowers  and  foliage  and 
afterwards  its  beautifully  colored  seed  does  not  escape  anyone’s  tempta¬ 
tion.  It  makes  a  beautiful,  formal  plant  growing  about  1  foot  high, 
forming  a  hemispherical  clump  covered  with  lemon-yellow,  rose-shaped 
flowers  in  May  and  June.  When  the  flowering  period  is  over,  little  clus¬ 
ters  of  pea-shaped  seed,  coloring  to  a  bright  red,  are  formed  at  the  top 
of  each  stem,  making  a  beautiful  contrast  with  the  light  green-colored
